Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1938. 

The  area  of  your  district  is  10,165  acres  The  estimated  population  is  10,010. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  is  3,119  of  which  2,834  rank  as  “working  class.” 
The  Rateable  Value  is  £33,931/10/0.  The  sum  represented  by  Id.  rate  is  £139 

The  general  contour  of  your  area  is  irregular  and  hilly.  It  is  situated  from  550-1000 
feet  above  sea  level.  It  is  well  wooded  and  healthy.  The  winters  are  hard  and  the 
district  suffers  from  heavy  snow  when  other  areas,  only  a few  miles  away,  may  be  clear. 
The  main  industries  are  textile,  although  there  are  several  small  coal  mines,  clay  pits, 
stone  quarries  and  fireclay  works. 

The  area  has  not  been  hard  hit  by  unemployment  and  there  is  really  no  poverty.

Infant  Mortality.  There  has  been  no  excess  in  the  mortality  rate. 

Infectious  and  other  Diseases.  As  will  be  noted  from  the  Statement  of  Notifications,  the 
incidence  of  infectious  disease  has  been  extremely  low.  There  are  no  influences 
threatening  the  health  of  the  district.  No  diseases  have  been  added  to  the  notifiable 
list.  There  are  no  arrangements  for  nursing  Puerperal  Fever  cases  at  home.  Such 
cases  can  be  sent  to  hospitals  in  Huddersfield  or  Wakefield. 

Isolation  Hospitals.  General  Infectious  Diseases  are  treated  at  the  Penistone  Joint 
Isolation  Hospital  situate  at  1 ngbirchworth,  which  is  a short  distance  outside  the 
area.  The  hospital  is  controlled  by  a joint  committee  formed  of  representatives  of 
the  constituent  authorities. 

For  Smallpox  there  is  a separate  small  hospital  at  Rough  Birchworth  in  the  same 
neighbourhood  and  controlled  by  the  same  committee.  No  change  or  extension  of  the 
premises  has  been  carried  out  during  t he  year. 

General  Hospital.  General  and  accident  cases  are  received  by  the  Huddersfield  Royal 
Infirmary.  There  is  no  local  cottage  hospital  and  no  maternity  homes. 

Ambulance  Services.  For  General  Sick  and  Accident  Cases  a privately  owned  motor 
ambulance  serves  the  area.  It  is  subsidised  by  this  Council  and  a neighbouring 
authority.  Its  service  has  been  good  and  reliable.  A charge  of  9d.  per  running  mile 
is  made  and  collected  by  the  owner  of  the  ambulance.  (Since  the  compiling  of  this 
Report  these  terms  have  been  revised,  resulting  in  the  elimination  of  charges  to  the 
patient  for  local  transport).  There  is  no  arrangement  for  a nurse  to  accompany  the 
patient. 


For  General  Infectious  Disease  Cases  a motor  ambulance  is  maintained  by  the 
Isolation  Hospitals  Committee.  A hospital  nurse  accompanies  the  patient.  Theie 
is  no  charge  to  the  patient. 

Mortuary  Accommodation.  A mortuary  is  attached  to  the  Council  Office  at  Skelmanthorpe 
and  is  used  for  accident,  post-mortem  and  other  cases.

Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector 


This  is  my  first  report  for  the  new  District  of  Denby  Dale.  It  includes  inspections 
and  matters  relating  to  the  comp(  nent  areas  for  liie  period  January  1st  to  March  31st, 
previous  to  the  amalgamation.  It  should  be  observed  that  for  the  period  of  the  first 
six  months  of  the  year  I was  also  serving  as  officer  to  two  areas  included  in  another 
district  by  the  effect  of  a Review  Order.  These  circumstances  have  had  some  effect  on 
the  number  of  inspections  recorded  for  this  district.

Section  C.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

A piped  supply  distributed  by  the  Cotincil  is  available  throughout  the  area  except 
for  a number  of  isolated  premises.  Part  of  the  supply  is  derived  from  the  Councils’ 
own  undertakings  and  part  from  the  Huddersfield  Corporation  and  the  Dewsbury  and 
Heckmondwike  Joint  VVaterworks  Board.  Each  ward  has  a separate  system  of  mains 
owing  to  the  fact  that  previous  to  the  amalgamation  of  the  area  which  took  place  this 
year  such  wards  constituted  separate  Local  Authorities. 

Details  of  the  systems  are  described  hereunder  : 

Denby  and  Cumberworth  Ward.  The  higher  levels  are  principally  served  by  the 
Rusby  Reservoirs  w'ith  a capacity  of  of  380,000  gallons  fed  by  underground  springs,  and 
owned  by  the  Council,  augmented  from  the  Dewsbury  and  Heckmondwike  Joint  Water- 
works Boards  undertakings  by  pumping  from  a main  at  a considerably  lower  level  into 
the  reservoirs.  The  neighbouring  village  of  High  Hoyland  in  the  Penistone  Rural 
District  is  also  supplied  from  these  sources. 

A row  of  ten  houses  at  High  Flatts  is  supplied  from  a small  reservoir  of  20,000 
gallons  capacity  fed  by  a spring.  This  supply  is  pumped  by  means  of  a hydraulic  ram 
into  a reserve  cistern  to  enable  it  to  be  piped  into  the  houses.  This  supply  has  been 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  quality  and  it  sometimes  fails  in  a dry  period.  A stand- 
pipe tap  connected  to  the  Rusby  supply  has  been  provided  as  it  is  not  practicable  to 
run  this  supply  inside  the  houses  owing  to  the  level. 

The  New  Brighton  Reservoir  with  a capacity  of  250.000  gallons  which  served  about 
20  houses  and  a school  at  Birdsedge  has  been  closed  for  use  and  the  premises  connected 
to  the  Rusby  system. 

The  lower  part  of  the  ward  is  supplied  from  the  Dewsbury  and  Heckmondw'ike 
Joint  Water  Board’s  water  through  a service  tank  provided  by  the  Council. 

The  water  mains  of  the  higher  and  lower  levels  can  be  made  to  communicate  when 
necessary  by  the  operation  of  valves. 

The  Council’s  own  supplies  undergo  no  filtration  or  other  treatment.  The  Dewsbury 
and  Heckmondwike  Water  Board  carry  out  chlorination  of  their  supply  before  it  reaches 
the  Council’s  undertakings. 

Skelmanthorpe  Ward.  The  supply  in  this  area  is  from  the  Dewsbury  and  Heck- 
mondwike Joint  Water  Board’s  undertakings  into  a service  reservoir  owned  by  the 
Council. 

Clayton  West  Ward.  The  greater  part  of  the  area  derives  its  supply  through  the 
Skelmanthorpe  system.  The  highest  part  of  the  area  is  served  from  the  Rusby  Res- 
ervoir system. 

Emley  Ward.  This  area  is  served  by  the  Huddersfield  Corporation’s  under- 
takings through  a service  tank  owned  by  the  Council.

Bacteriological  Examination.  Samples  are  taken  regularly  and  submitted  to  the 
County  Laboratory.  The  following  tables  show  the  result  of  the  tests. 
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Samples  taken  from  the  “New  Wells”  at  Newfield,  formerly  connected  to  the 
Rushy  Reservoir  but  temporarily  disused  since  the  year  1937  : —

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Samples  were  also  taken  from  two  private  supplies  involving  m one  case  8 houses 
and  in  the  other  case  a factory.  Owing  to  the  doubtful  conditions  revealed  the  owners 
in  both  cases  were  induced  to  instal  the  Council’s  supplies. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

No  extensions  of  the  sewerage  systems  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 

As  may  be  expected  in  such  an  extensive  and  scattered  area,  a number  of  premises 
drain  into  cesspools  and  on  to  land. 

A number  of  the  outlying  parts  of  the  area  still  remain  unsewered  or  only  partially 

sewered.  The  localities  mainly  affected  are  : Birdsedge  and  H igh  Flatts  in  the  Denby 
and  Cumberworth  Ward  ; Hill  Top,  the  Common  and  Cuttlehurst  Hill  in  the 
Clayton  West  Ward  ; part  of  Emley  Moor  in  the  Emley  Ward. 

Improvement  of  sewers  is  required  for  the  Church  Street  area  in  the  Emley  Ward 
with  connection  to  proper  outfall  works. 

Particulars  of  the  several  outfall  works  are  as  follow  : 

The  Denby  and  Cumberworth  and  the  Skelmanthorpe  Wards  are  served  by  works 
situate  at  Langley  which  were  constructed  in  1907  and  enlarged  and  improved  in  1931 
when  the  central  area  of  Skelmanthorpe  was  resewered.  Purification  of  the  sewage  is 
by  grit  chambers,  sedimentation  tanks,  circular  percolating  beds  and  humus  tanks.  The 
effluent  is  discharged  into  the  river  Dearne. 

The  Clayton  West  Ward  is  served  by  works  some  distance  lower  down  the  same 
valley,  which  were  constructed  in  1930  during  a partial  reconstruction  of  the  sewerage 
system.  Purification  of  the  sewage  is  on  a similar  method  to  the  former-mentioned 
works. 

The  Emley  Ward  is  served  by  three  separate  systems,  namely:  Broom  Hall  Works 
for  the  Warburton,  Savile  Street  and  Upper  Lane  areas,  which  include  the  Council’s 
housing  schemes,  These  works  were  or  iginally  constructed  in  1927  and  were  entirely 
reconstructed  in  1935.  Further  extension  and  improvement  of  these  works  is  under 
consideration  following  complaints  from  the  West  Riding  Rivers  Board.  Purification 
is  by  sedimentation  tanks  and  circular  percolating  beds.  The  effluent  discharges  into 
a tributary  of  the  river  Dearne. 

Scott’s  Croft  Works  for  the  Outlanc,  Beaumont  Street  and  the  Westfield  end  of 
Emley  Moor  areas.  These  works  were  constructed  in  1903.  Purification  is  by  sedi- 
mentation tanks  and  rectangular  bacteria  beds  fitted  with  distributing  channels.  The 
effluent  passes  into  the  Outlane  beck  which  is  a tributary  of  the  river  Dearne. 

Thorncliffe  Works  for  the  Church  Street  area.  The  sewage  is  dealt  with  by 
land  irrigation. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

Very  little  pollution  occurs  from  domestic  sewage.  The  West  Riding  Rivers  Board 
have  control  of  the  area.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

This  work  is  under  the  control  of  the  Surveyor.  Colleetion  of  refuse  is  carried  out 
by  the  Council’s  general  purpose  w'agon  and  other  hired  motor  vehicles.  Disposal  is 
entirely  by  tipping  on  the  uncontrolled  system.  The  tips  in  use  do  not  lend  themselves 
readily  to  the  adoption  of  the  controlled  system  owing  to  the  means  of  access  The 
cost  of  collection  and  disposal  was  £1,014.

No  defects  relating  to  ventilation,  temperature  or  sanitary  accommodation  were 
found  during  the  year. 

CAMPING  SITES 

There  are  no  sites  in  the  area  used  for  camping  purposes  beyond  an  occasional  tent 
for  a few  days,  and  no  licences  have  been  issued  or  applied  for  under  Section  269  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

No  action  has  been  necessary  with  respect  to  this  matter. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 

There  is  one  swimming  bath  in  this  area.  This  is  owned  by  the  local  Miners’  Wel- 
fare Fund  Trustees.  It  is  a modern  covered  bath  fitted  with  a chlorination  and 
filtration  apparatus  operated  on  the  continuous  system.  ^ Daily  tests  of  the  bath  water 
for  chlorine  content  are  carried  out  by  the  superintendent  in  charge.  Samples  were 
taken  on  two  occasions  and  submitted  to  the  County  Laboratory. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS 

No  cases  of  infestation  were  found  in  Council  houses  or  other  houses.  The 
methods  used  for,freeing  infested  houses  is  by  fumigation  by  Cimex  Blocks.  Fumiga- 
tion with  HCN  0?  the  furniture  and  belongings  of  tenants  going  into  Council  houses  is 
carried  out  in  the  removal  vans  with  the  exception  of  bedding,  which  is  submitted  to 
steam  sterilisation.  The  HCN  process  is  carried  out  by  a contractor.  It  has  not  been 
o’und  necessary  to  take  measures  by  way  of  education  or  supervision  to  prevent  in- 
festation or  re-infestation. 

SCHOOLS 

All  the  schools  are  in  good  sanitary  condition.  The  public  water  supplies  are  in  all 
cases  installed.  During  the  year  the  conveniences  at  two  schools  have  been  converted 
to  the  water  carriage  system.  The  privy  system  remains  at  two  schools,  but  in  one  of 
these  cases  the  sewerage  system  is  not  suitable  for  the  installation  of  W.C’s. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Milk  Supply.  The  bulk  of  the  supply  is  produced  within  the  area  and  generally 
is  distributed  by  the  producers.  Inspection  of  the  premises  is  regularly  carried  out. 
Conditions  are  fairly  satisfactory  and  are  steadily  improving.  Licences  for  the  pro- 
duction of  milk  under  the  Special  Designations  Orders  are  granted  by  the  County 
Council  who  also  generally  carry  out  the  sampling  of  milk  sold  under  such  orders.  No 
licences  are  in  force  with  respect  to  the  production  of  “Tuberculin  Tested”  milk  or  in 
respect  of  l^asteurising  plants. 

Three  licences  have  been  granted  during  the  year  for  the  production  of  „Accredited” 
milk.  No  retailers  have  been  removed  from  the  register  in  respect  of  proceedings  un- 
der the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order.  There  was  no  instance  of  disease  attributed  to  milk 
during  the  year.

The  veterinary  inspection  of  the  dairy  cows  is  now  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  and  information  as  to  the  number  of  cows  taken  for 
slaughter  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order  is  not  now  available.  This  information  was 
formerly  supplied  by  the  County  Council  Veterinary  Department,  but  now  apparently 
the  Local  Authority  will  be  kept  in  the  dark  as  to  the  healthiness  of  the  dairy  cows  in 
their  particular  area. 

Meat  and  other  Foods.  There  is  no  public  abattoir.  There  are  14  private 
slaughter-houses  but  3 of  these  have  been  disused  for  some  time.  Thirteen  are  licenced 
and  one  registered.  The  slaughter-houses  are  regularly  visited  during  slaughtering 
hours.  The  premises  where  “made  up”  foods  arc  prepared  are  maintained  in  good  con- 
dition. No  infringements  of  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  were  ob.served. 
There  is  no  scheme  for  meat  marking  in  force  under  these  Regulations.  A mutual 
indemnity  scheme  operated  by  the  Local  Butchers’  Associai  ion  with  respect  to  loss  sus- 
tained by  it.s  members  in  resp^’ct  to  the  condemnation  of  diseased  meat  helps  materially 
in  the  smooth  carrying  out  ol  this  duty.
